Salvage  Company  Orders  Steamer 

Out  to  Staml  by   \\ 'reeked  \  essel 

BLINDLY  sropinp;  lier  way  to  sea  through  one  of  the  thieke5t 
hlankets  of  fog  to  envelop  the  Strait  in  years,  the  Holland 
Amerika  Line  freighter  Ketndvk  drove  hard  and  fast  ashore 
on  Bentinck  Island  at  midnight  last  night. 

Six  feet  of  water  were  reported  in  the  forward  holds  in  wireless 
messages  which  called  for  aid.  No  loss  of  life  was  reported  and  it  is 
considered  unlikelv  that  the  crew  is  in  anv  danger. 

At  the  time  of  going  to  press  the  Pacific  Salvage  Company's  ves- 
sel Salvage  Queen  was  preparing  to  proceed  to  the  scene  of  the  wreck, 
which  is  only  ahout  ten  miles  from  the  Outer  Wharves  in  the  direction 
of  the  William  Head  Quarantine  Station. 

8otH«  of  Former  Wreck 
The  Kemdyk  hlundered  on  the  self  same  rocks  which  held  the 
Siherian  Prince  in  a  vise-like  grip  for  many  weeks  after   she  had 
driven  ashore  in  a  fog  in  the  Summer  of  1°22. 

Messages  from  the  vessel  last  night  were  of  a  very  meagre  char- 
acter, giving  no  information  regarding  the  extent  of  the  damages 
sustained. 

The  Salvage  Queen  will  not.  it  is  anticipated,  wait  for  the  fog  to 
lift  hefore  steaming  to  Bentinck  Island. 

Worst  l'o^  in  V  ear :-, 

Experienced  mariners  expressed  themselves  of  the  opinion  that 
the  fog  last  night  was  the  worst  encountered  here  in  many  years.  So 
thick  was  the  pall  of  vapor  that  the  midnight  boat  to  Vancouver  was 
compelled  to  cancel  its  sailing. 

In  such  weather  conditions  the  Kemdyk  could  not  have  been 
steaming  under  any  other  than  very  slow  bell  when  she  struck  last 
night  Evidently,  however,  the  impact  of  her  hull  on  the  jagged  rocks 
that  fringe  the  shore  of  the  island  was  sufficient  to  spring  serious 
leeks  in  her  forward  plates. 

The  Kemdyk  is  a  large  freighter  of  about  d.000  tons,  of  recent 
construction,  and  embodying  many  of  the  most  advanced  ideas  in 
modern  naval  architecture.

She  was  bound  for  Europe,  it  is  reported,  when  she  struck  On 
October  1_.  ta-t  Mondav.  she  sailed  from  Seattle  for  the  intrrmrdiarv 
port  of  Balboa  v  ia  Tacoma.  Portland.  Sen  Francisco. and  Los  Angeles. 
Thus  her  last  port  of  call  was  Tacoma

Hon.  T.  D.  Pattullo,  Advancing 
Small  Loan,  Announces  Set 
Policy  of  Government 

Every  dollar  advanced  by  the  Gov- 
ernment of  British  Columbia  towards 
the  upkeep  and  progress  of  the 
Okanagan  irrigation  system,  must  be 
paid  back  to  the  Government  by  the 
fruitgrower*  benefited,  according  to  a 
statement  iseued  yesterday  by  Hon. 
T.  D.  Pattullo.  Minister  of  Lands.  Mr. 
Pattullo  announced,  at  the  same  time, 
lhat  an  amount  not  exceeding  127.000 
would  be  loaned  Immediately  to  the 
Okanagan  system  on  the  under- 
standing that  It  would  be  repaid  by 
the  growers  of  that  area. 

Mr.  Pattullo  Issued  the  following 
statement : 

"I  notice  an  article  in  the  Vancou- 
ver press  headlined  to  the  effect 
that  'hundreds  of  orchardistn  face 
ruin  unless  repairs  rv.ade  to  irriga- 
tion works.'  and  that  the  manager. 
Major  A.  R  Mackenzie,  has  resigned 
his  Job  In  protest  at  the  policy  of  the 
Government  In  not  advancing  the 
amounts  requested  by  the  trustees  on 
recommendation  by  Major  Mackenzie 
us  manager  of  the  sy*tem. 

"The  Provincial  Cvernment  has 
lent  to  the  Vernon  Irrigation  district 
approximately  $800,000  and  every- 
body admits  that  in  stepping  In  to 
assist  the  Irrigation  districts  the  Gov- 
ernment saved  the  situation.  Now, 
having  got  the  money,  there  Is  an  or- 
ganized and  determined  effort  to  force 
a  portion  of  the  burden  on  the  Prov- 
ince at  large. 

"This  whole  situation  Is  being 
again  carefully  reviewed  by  the  Gov- 
ernment, but  there  la  no  intention  of 
placing  a  part  of  the  burden  on  the 
Province  at  large.

IMMIGKA  f  ION  PLANS 


In  New  Zealand  the  question  of 
immigration  is  not  being  left  entirely 
to  governmental  activities.  A  confer 
ence^ias  just  been  held  at  Welling- 
ton attended  by  representatives  of 
Chambers  of  Commerce,  of  industrial 
associations,  of  the  Churches  and 
other  bodies,  and  a  decision  has  arisen 
out  of  it  to  form  a  Dominion  Settle 
ment  Association  to  organize  in- 
creased immigration.  The  objects  are 
to  form  an  immigration  board,  to 
control  scttlemen.  schemes,  to  co- 
operate with  the  Government  in  the 
investigation  of  tiewipnient  and 
training  proposals  and  to  establish 
district  committees  to  settle  and  as- 
sist newcomers.  In  New  Zealand  the 
movement  is  regarded  as  the  most 
promising  yet  undertaken  fox  increas- 
ing immigration.  It  has  been  launched 
at  a  time  when  New  Zealand  is  re- 
ceiving a  steady  flow  of  immigrants, 
but  the  need  of  even  more  settlers  is 
regarded  as  necessary  to  the  country's 
development.

golden  sunlight  of  the  Autumn  days. 
Blackberries  are  excellent  things  for 
the  stomach  in  the  morning.  If  they 
are  fortified  by  a  dish  of  oatmeal  por- 
ridge, a  dietary  foundation  has  been 
laid  for  the  business  of  the  day.

It  is  not  likely  that  Adam  and  his

Of  course  we  are  not  suggesting 
that  man  in  his  fallen  state  has  im- 
proved upon  the  original  fruits  pro- 
vided for  the  first  man  and  woman  in 
the  Garden  of  Kden.

The 
primer  may  rut  away  three-quarters 
of  it  in  the  Fall  or  Spring,  and  it  will 
be  bigger  and  stronger  than  ever  in 
the  course  of  a  couple  of  months.

Now  that  we  are  considering  the 
subject  of  the  seasons  and  the  fruits 
of  the  seasons,  a  day  or  two  ago  we 
observed  a  dish  of  strawberries  dis- 
played in  the  windows  of  an  office  on 
Fort  Street.

Sir. — At  the  Dominion  convention 
of  the  Army  and  Navy  Veterana  of 
t'anada  held  at  Ueglna  on  September 
»0  laat  the  following  report,  which 
explains  the  attitude  of  the  organisa- 
tion on  Lord  Halg'a  proposal,  waa 
presented : 

"President  and  members. — Your 
committee  to  whom  waa  submitted 
the  question  of  unity  amongst  ex- 
service  men  and  thalr  organisations 
In  Canada,  beg  leave  to  anbmlt  this, 
their  report,  as  follows: 

"I.  Your  committee  rtrst  perused  « 
large  volume  of  resolutions  from  the 
unite  constituting  this  organization, 
and  upon  analysis  of  the  same  find 
that  from  the  general  consensus  of 
these  resolutions  local  unlta  were 
agreed  to  some  form  of  unity  In  prin- 
ciple, but  were  also  generally  agreed 
that  in  such  unification  the  Identity 
of  this  organization  should  not  bo 
loat  6r  destroyed  and  lhat  Its  assets 
In  so  far  as  clubs  are  concerned 
should  be  safeguarded 

"t.  Your  eommtttee  then  sought  t.i 
review  the  sltuntion  and  to  inform  It- 
self of  the  precise  nature  and  preaent 
status  of  the  discussion  Initiated  b. 
Kiald  Marshal  Karl  Ifaig  and  followed 
up  by  Lieutenant-General  Sir  Richard 
Turner.  \  «',  Karl  Halg'a  deputy  in 
t'anada  Krom  the  information  laid 
before  your  committee  (he  f.iets  would 
appear  to  be  as  follows: 

"(a)  Kleld  Marshal  Karl  Haig  sug- 
(tests  the  formation  of  a  pew  body  of 
ex-servlee  men  In  Canada  to  take  the 
place  of  all  bodies  of  ex-service  men 
now  existing  In  t.'snad.t  All  existing 
hodiet«  to  disappear  and  to  be  merged 
In  the,  new  body.  To  this  proposal  the 
term  amn  Igamat  Ion'  may  properly 
be  applied. 

"(b)  i.e. -er.il  Turner,  in  speeches, 
interviews  and  letter*,  qualifies  this 
Idea  substantially  and  vuggests  a  form 
of  federalization,  or  co-operation,  or 
alliance,  or  getting  together,  vshich 
may  be  described  as  union  or  unity  In 
some  f-.rni.  Precisely  what  the 
nature,  extent  or  Implications  of  this 
latter  proposal  were  or  might  be. 
your  committee  was  unable  to  ascer- 
tain Quoting  from  a  letter  from 
General  Turner  t<>  our  Dominion 
president  dated  September  21.  U25, 
he  states: 

"The  question  of  associations  re- 
taining their  identity  is  not  for  me  to 
say,  that  Is  for  the  convention.- 

"Your  committee  doubt  lhat  any 
definite  proposal  does  or  can  exist 
until  a  properly  constituted  delegate 
body  of  ex-service  men  In  Panaris, 
properly  selected,  sceredlted  and  In- 
structed by  their  constituent  bodies 
has  met  and  has  formulated  a 
proposal. 

"(c)  In  attempting  to  bring  about 
s matga-matton  or  unity,  a*  the  case 
may  be,  General  Turner  seems  to  he 
proceeding  on  the  following  tines: 

"Fleet.  — He  has  selected  In  each 
Province  an  ex-aervlce  man  to  act  aa 
convener  or  chairman  of  unltv  com- 
mittees established  in  each  centre  of 
population.

The  matter  had 
been  gone  Into  with  the  Idea  of 
effecting  economies  In  the  manage- 
ment of  school  affairs.  A  tentative 
schedule  was  submitted  which  pro- 
vided for  four  classes.  The  salaries 
of  these  varied  from  $800  to  11.284 
ufter  four  years'  service  for  the  fVrst- 
class  to  from  $1,060  to  more  than 
$1,800  after  eight  years  for  the  fourth 
class. 

The  schedule  was  handed  over  to 
the  resolutions  committee  for  report 
whloh  was  to  come  up  at  a  later  sit- 
ting of  the  convention.

Ueaii    Coleman    Addresses  Con 
vent. on   of    School  Trustees 
I'm,  reilin;;  ,„  City 

"The  most  Important  thing  about  a 
man  is  his  philosophy  of  life."  said 
Dr.  H.  T.  J.  Coleman.  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  oaf  the 
University  of  B.C..  in  addressing  the 
convention  of  the  B.  C.  School 
Trustees  yesterday  morning.  After 
referring  to  the  fact  that  he  was 
the  official  representative  of  the  Unl- 
ver»lty  at  the  gathering,  he  said  thai 
In  an  educational  way  he  felt  thut 
they  were  on  the  eve  of  great  devel- 
opments in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia. 

"Kducatlnn  must  be  regarded  as  an 
Asset,  never  as  a  liability."  said  Dean 
Coleman.  This,  of  course,  did  not 
mean  that  money  could  be  spent  In- 
discriminately on  education  and 
bring  the  desired  results.  Kxtrava- 
gance  was  nevertheless  extravagance 
even  If  it  were  devoted  to  education 
but  Improperly  used  In  that  direction. 

A  culture  was  not  possible  he  ad- 
mitted, with  out  a  degree  of  wealth. 
It  was  impossible  to  conceive  of  real 
wealth  without  culture.  in  time  he 
felt  that,  as  Aristotle  had  pointed  out 
centuries  ago,  it  would  be  found  that 
education  was  the  great  work  of  the 
State. 

Milking   of  Work 

He  hoped  that  the  Kdurational 
Survey  Commission's  report  would 
point  to  fhe  fact  that  the  elementary, 
secondary  and  highor  education  were 
all  linked  together.  There  should  be 
a  connection  between  the  elementary 
school,  the  high  school  and  the  col- 
lege. The  lack  of  adjustment  In 
passing  from  the  one  to  the  other 
type  of  school  had.  he  felt,  worked 
to  the  disadvantage  of  the  educa- 
tional system.  The  transfer  was  too 
distinct  and  there  was.  therefore, 
waste  of  energy  In  the  adaptation  of 
the  pupil  to  the  new  conditions 
created  by  the  passage  from  the  one 
to  the  other  that  should  not  be  met 
with. 

There  was  too  great  a  tendency  to 
draw  a  sharp  line  between  vocational 
and  cultural  education.  They  were 
not  entirely  distinct.  Cultural  educa- 
tion without  a  practical  side  was  not 
In  the  true  sense  cultural.  A  similar 
condition  would  apply  to  vocational 
education. 

Characteristic*  Kndured 

The  observation  of  the  nge*  went 
t«  show  that  Individuals  had  their 
characteristic*.  These  did  not  change 
materially  as  the  Individual  passed 
from  youth  to  manhood.  The  bright 
boy  usually  made  the  bright  man. 

Little  was  known  of  the  subcon- 
scious mind.  There  were  those  who 
orgued  that  *some  day  an  automatic 
way  would  be  found  to  measure  the 
mental  worth  of  a  person.  He  felt 
this  would  never  come.  Knowledge 
was  ■  living  thing,  faking  on  r.ew 
shape  under  ever  changing  condi- 
tions. It  was.  therefore,  something 
that  could  not  be  measured  or 
weighed. 

In  concluding,  he  drew  a  picture 
from  the  man  who  sat  In  an  auto 
teaching  the  new  driver  how  to  man- 
age his  car.  He  said  little  and  only 
Interfered  when  there  was  danger  of 
the  pupil  running  Into  danger.  H^ 
left  the  pupil  to  find  out  for  himself 
most  of  the  Information  that  he  ob- 
tained. The  method  employed  had 
Its  lessons  for  those  who  were  en- 
gaged in  educational  work.  To  the 
student  must  be  left  the  great  task 
of  mastering  for  himself  the  lessons 
he  learned. 
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age  of  eighteen  years  as  the  maximum 
for  admission  into  any  high  school

Inspectors  Miller  and  Mackensie 
were  called  upon  to  give  their  advice 
In  connection  with  a  resolution  sub- 
mitted by  Maple  Ridge  School  Board, 
ueklng  that  the  council  of  public  in- 
struction make  the  requirements  for 
Normal  entrance  Identical  with  those 
for  Junior  mutrlculation.  It  was  main- 
tained In  the  preamble  of  this  resolu- 
tion that  nt  the  present  time  there 
was  a  difference  of  but  one  subject, 
vlr  .  geography,  between  the  require- 
ments for  Ncfrmal  entrance  and  those 
for  Junior  matriculation.  Inspector 
Mackenzie  pol.ited  out  that  geography 
Hnd  history  wrre  at  present  not  taught 
In  the  high  EChool.  Therefore  to  drop 
these  subjects  from  the  Normal 
school  would  be  a  great  loss  both  to 
the  teachers  graduating  from  there 
and  the  young  children  who  came 
under  their  tuition  when  they  went 
into  the  elementary  schools.  A  Sooke 
truntee,  however.  maintained  that 
history  and  g-ography  were  both 
taught  in  grades  nine,  ten  and  eleven.

"We  should  not  run  our  educational 
facilities  from  the  profits  of  that 
business  which  we  know  as  the  liquor 
traffic."  maintained  Mr.  A.  H.  Porter, 
of  Surrey,  In  debating  a  resolution 
submitted  by  North  Vancouver  City 
School  Board  requesting  that  "school 
boards  be  either  regularly  vested 
with  a  measure  of  authority  to  deal 
with  a  stated  percentage  of  the 
moneys  derived  from  liquor  sales  and 
allocated  to  municipalities,  or  have 
the  question  dissociated  from  the 
schools  in  Its  entirety." 

Severn  1  of  the  speakers  argued  the

tion was  paid  for  from  the  profits  of 
the  liquor  traffic      Others  argued  the

Victoria,  cannot  be  beaten  They  em- 
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sensible  teachers  possible  to  obtnln 
and  supervised  by  well-trained  voca- 
tional officers. 

Pupils  of  the  "middle  school  ' 
should  be  observed  as  to  their  natural 
abilities  so  that  by  the  time  a  pupil 
was  fifteen  years  of  age.  the  teachers 
would  have  a  well-founded  opinion  as 
to  his  or  her  abilities  and  adaptability 
towards  any  branch  of  future  en- 
deavor. The  proposed  "middle  school" 
would  be  equipped  with  1  manual 
training  rooms,  domestic  training  and 
various  other  branches  of  technical 
teaching,  and  pupils  would  be  given 
every  opportunity  to  exhibit  natural 
abilities  and  talents.  It  was  held  by 
the  commission  that  at  the  end  of 
"middle  school"  observation  teachers 
would  be  able  to  advise  parents  con- 
cerning the  best  courses  for  their 
children  to  follow.

"We  must  see  to  it  that  educational 
fucllltles  are  the  best  possible."  Dr. 
Mnrl-ean  declared.  "The  pupils  of 
today  are  the  people  who  will  carry 
on  the  uffair*  of  Canada  In  twenty- 
five  years,  and  It  Is  up  to  us  to  see 
that  their  education  Is  the  beat  pos-* 
sible.'N 

Dr.  Macl^ean  dealt  briefly  with 
various  recommendations  contained 
in  the  agenda  of  the  Trustees'  Asso- 
ciation. Relative  to  one  dealing  with 
the  date  of  the  Issuance  of  courses  of 
study  for  the  ensuing  year,  he  said 
that  June  $  had  been  the  date  set  and 
he  could  not  see  where  any  objection  I 
could  be  taken,  aa  It  gave  plenty  of 
time  for  preparation.  . 

Another  resolution  dealt  with  pupils  | 
attending  high  school  or  starting  high 
•chool  over  a  certain  age.  It  was 
recommended  that  pupils  more  than 
eighteen  or  nineteen  years  of  age 
should  not  be  admitted  Dr  Maclean 
considered  this  was  wrong  snd  would, 
he  thought.  cause  considerable 
trouble  If  any  attempt  were  made  to 
Place  It  upon  the  statute  books  of 
British  Columbia. 

Dr.  Macl«eun  also  expressed  a  lack 
of  sympathy  with  the  proposal  thst 
women  be  allowed  to  accept  positions 
as  school  Inspectors.  He  held  lhat 
fhe  work  «was  too  arduous  and  could 
only  be  properly  carried  out  by  a  man. 
except  In  very  exceptional  rlrcum* 
stances.

Ma<- I.e. i  ii  gave  a  brief  outline  of  con- 
ditions which  he  claimed  had  led  to 
the  Introduction  of  vocational  snd 
technical  training  and  declared  thst 
such  teaching  was  due  to  modern 
demand  and  not  to  any  sudden  Ideas 
or  visions  obtained   by  educationists. 

In  conclusion.  Dr.  MaqDean  sug- 
gested thst  all  trustees  of  the  Prov- 
ince secure  a  copy  of  the  Kdueatlons  1 
Survey  Commission's  report.

The  great  work  of  the  convention 
of  School  Trustees  ot  the  Province 
now  in  session  here  Is  embodied  In 
the  resolutions  passed  upon  and  In 
turn  submitted  for  tha  consideration 
of  the  Government  through  the  Min- 
ister of  Education.  A  list  of  thlrty- 
four  resolutions  submitted  from  the 
different  boards  throughout  the  Prov- 
ince was  placed  In  the  hands  of  the 
members  yesterday  upon  the  as- 
sembling of  the  convention.  In  addi- 
tion there  were  forty-eight  resolu- 
tions filed  with  the  secretary  too 
late  to  be  automatically  placed  be- 
fore the  convention  for  discussion. 
These  by  resolution  were  referred  to 
the  Resolutions  Committee  for 
slderatlon. 

There  was  also  referred  to  the  Re- 
solutions Committee  the  answers  that 
were  given  by  the  Minister  of  Educa- 
tion to  the  resolutions  that  were 
presented  to  him  from  the  last  con- 
vention. These  answers  were  avail- 
able only  yesterday.

A  resolution  was  paased  calling 
for  an  endeavor  being  made  to  secure 
these  answers  from  the  Minister 
earlier  so  that  In  future  these  would 
be  presented  to  the  members  of  the 
convention  several  weeks  before  the 
gathering  was  held. 

Among  the  replies  that  had  been 
given  by  the  Minister  was  one  to  the 
effect  that  he  did  not  think  It  prac- 
tical for  the  Department  to  supply 
school  books  free  of  cost.  The  De- 
partment, he  considered,  might  con- 
sider a  proposition  looking  to  the  ob- 
taining of  these  books  and  furnishing 
them  at  coat  to  the  School  Boards, 
which,  in  turn,  might  sell  them  at 
cost  to  the  pupil  Or  furnish  them 
free  If  they  so  desired. 

The  Minister  also  did  not  approve 
of  the  principle  of  having  entrance  to 
the  public  schools  only 
a  year.

Answering  questions  as  to  expendi- 
ture of  money  on  new  buildings,  he 
was  of  the  opinion  that  It  would  be 
a  move  In  the  right  direction  to  adopt 
the  principle  of  "pay  as  you  go"  in 
providing  new  school  buildings  wher- 
ever possible. 

The  Department,  it  was  pointed 
out.  did  not  approve  of  the  earmark- 
ing of  a  part  of  the  liquor  profits  for 
school  purposes.

Cam- 
eron Lumber  Company  on 
Tariff  Effects 

Speaking  to  the  employees  at  the 
Cameron  lumber  mill  yesterday  at  the 
noon  hour.  Mr.  W.  M.  Ivel.  Liberal 
candidate  for  Victoria,  dealt  with  ths 
effect  of  the  tariff  on  mill  supplies 
and  lumber  generally. 

He  argued  that  the  lumber  Indus- 
try was  vitally  concerned  with  freight 
rate  equalization.  When  grain  movsd 
westward  it  would  require  freight  to 
till  the  empty  cars  and  therein  lay 
the  future  for  the  lumber  business.  In 
that  way  the  lumber  Industry  would 
benefit  materially  from  equalized 
freight  ratos. 

By  lowering  the  duties  on  lumber 
manufacturing  machinery.  Mr.  Ivel 
contended  that  the  Government  had 
not  only  reduced  the  cost  of  opera- 
tion, but  had  enabled  the  lumber 
manufacturers  to  Install  better  ma- 
chinery, thus  Improving  their  mills. 

Thanks  to  the  lower  tariff  one  plant 
had  secured  a  refund  of  $4,000  duty 
on  an  article  of  equipment  which 
cost  1 1 3.000  In  Port  Angeles  and  $20.- 
000  in  Victoria  to  Install. 

He  further  argued  that  the  Cana- 
dian-Australian treaty  would  pro- 
vide s  large  market  for  British  ce- 
lumbta  timber  which  would  result  In 
Improved  oondltlons  for  the  Industry'

THE  PROPER  STROKE 


Stance  as  understood  by  golfers  la 
the  position  of  the  feet  when  the  golf 
shot  Is  made.  The  common  varieties 
■ire  The  square,  the  open  and  the 
closed.  The  square  stance  serves  as 
a  standard  for  the  other  variations. 
It  la  taken  with  the  feet  well  apart  so 
placed  that  a  straight  line  from  toe  to 
toe  will  be  parallel  with  an  Imaginary 
line  f'om  the  ball  to  the  hole.  In  the 
open  stance  the  left  foot  Is  placed 
back  of  the  Imaginary  line. 

The  closed,  or  left  foot  In  front -of - 
the-rlght  Is  described  by  Its  name,  and 
Is  rarely  seen  I  have  seen  It  used  on 
the  tee  and  with  other  wooden  shots, 
and  some  players  get  a  hooked  ball  by 
putting  th«  left  foot  forward  and  ad 
vance  the  right  for  the  Intentional 
slice 

The   open  stance  Is  1 
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st  and  Ma  use  Is  slmest 
I       My    own    stance    Is  open. 
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It  Is  almost  square  (n  the  ilrivc  and 
praetl.-ally  wide  open  for  the  mashle 
snd  chip  shot.  I  consider  It  the  same 
stance  accommodated  to  my  comfort. 
I  lay  great  stress  on  comfort  and  I 
advise  the  beginner  always  to  con- 
sider It.  for  a  comfortable  stance  la 
the  stepping  stone  to  rhythm,  and 
every  stroke  is  rhvthmic. 

Play  with  the  toes  pointed  out.  it 
gives  a  firmer  stance  and  helps  grip 
the  ground  The  upright  swinger 
ahnuld  have  the  left  toe  pointed  out  a 
little  more  than  the  right.  The  flat 
swinger  aHlH  have  the  toes  pointed 
equally  outward. 

The  stance  must  give  comfort  and 
relaxation,  and  the  legs  snd  feet  must 
not  interfere  with  the  stroke  There- 
fore I  lay  stress  upon  a  comfortable 
stance,  slightly  open  for  full  shnta; 
open  for  half  and  quarter  shots  The 
shorter  the  shot  desired  the  closer  the 
fret  must  be  brought  together.

The  dry  weather  has  not  been  con- 
ducive to  their  .ongregating  in  any 
great  numbers  Inland  hereabouts, 
while  It  will  hardly  be  before  the  first 
change  fr.im  the  present  summery 
weather  that  there  will  be  any  very 
great  migration  from  the  North.

The  young  people  of  Canada  were 
streaming  to  the  United  States — 188.- 
000  of  them  In  a  single  year.  The 
country  wail  advertising  for  wealthy 
men  to  reside  In  It.  but  when  they 
-ame.  they  found  that  the  country 
had  no  Jobs  to  offer  their  sons.  Can- 
ada educated  Its  youth  at  universi- 
ties at  lsrge  cost  to  the  country.  Hut 
university  graduates  could  find  no  op- 
portunities here  and  so  they  carried 
their  talents  and  their  costly  training 
with  them  to  the  United  States. 

The  loss  of  thousands  of  the  coun- 
try's population  was  helping  In  the 
piling  up  of  railway  deficits  and  in  the 
rise  of  taxation. 

The  fnrmers  of  the  cotintry  were 
heavily  handicapped  In  their  compe- 
tlon  with  the  farmers  of  the  United 
States  because  of  the  lack  of  adequate 
tariff  protection — and  this,  too.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  handicap  Imposed  by 
climatic  conditions  under  which  crops 
ripened  here  at  later  dates  than  In 
the  South. 

The  Main  Issue 
The  tariff.  Indeed,  was  the  main 
Issue  In  the  present  campaign.  AVIth 
a  high  tariff  wall,  set  up  not  alone 
by  Industrialists  but  by  the  demands 
also  of  the  farmers  of  the  country, 
the  United  Stntes  had  attained  to  a 
population  of  110.000.000  people.  She 
was  now  spending  money  to  keep 
people  out  of  the  country,  while  Can- 
ada was  spending  annually  large  sums 
to  bring  people  in.  with  the  result 
that  a  few  came  and  as  many  trickled 
across  the  border  to  the  South. 

Canada  and  the  United  States  were 
very  much  similar  as  well  as  being 
adjacent  countries.  To  keep  Cana- 
dians at  home,  wages  In  this  country 
should  be  as  high  as  those  obtaining 
In  the  United  States.  This  could  only 
be  achieved  by  the  prosperity.  Indus- 
trial anil  n grlcultural,  that  would  fol- 
low the  Imposition  of  higher  tariffs. 

Mr  Mackenzie  King  could  he  most 
severely  criticized  for  his  failure  to 
grapple  with  post-war  conditions.  To 
cope  with  these,  the  United  State,, 
and  slzty-seven  other  countries  of  the 
world  had  raised  their  tariff  walls, 
lowering  the  Tariff 

A  Progressive  Party  member  from 
New  Brunswick  had  been  responsible 
for  an  example  of  the  Injurious  result 
of  lowering  the  tariff  on  the  product 
of  a  particular  Industry.  He  was  a 
farmer  and  had  Induced  the  Govern- 


ment to  lower  the  tariff  on  fertilizer. 
One  fertilizer  factory  had  promptly 
closed  down  in  New  Brunswick,  and 
two  or  three  more  in  Ontario,  Includ- 
ing one  In  Hamilton,  which  had  been 
operated  by  three  generations  of  the 
family. 

"But."   said   Dr.   Tolmie.  "perhaps 
you  say  that  wo  got  cheaper  fertilizer 
But  we  didn't." 

And  that  for  the  simple  reason,  he 
explained,  that  the  American  manu- 
facturers had  raised  their  prices 
from  five  to  twenty-five  per  cent  as 
soon  ss  they  had  realized  that  they 
were  in  control  of  the  market. 

Dr.  Tolmie  read  an  excerpt  from  s 
U.S.  Government  commerce  report, 
dated  November  3.  192$.  Economic- 
ally and  socially,  according  to  the 
quotation.  Canada  could  be  con- 
sidered as  a  part  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  Canadian  market  could  be 
regarded  by  Americans  as  a  domestic 
market. 

A  Clear-cut  Policy 

That  Is  their  Idea."  exclaimed  Dr. 
Tolmie."  They  think  we  are  a  part 
of  tlhelr  country  already.  Let  us 
equalise  the  tariff  at  once,  bringing 
ours  up  to  the  American  level,  un'*. 
conserve  Canada  for  Canadians. 

Mr.  Melghen  had  enunciated  his 
policy  In  clear-cut.  definite  "ashlon. 
declared  the  speaker.  He  had  de- 
clared that  the  tariff  shoull  be  re- 
vised upwards  to  throw  new  life  Into 
the  industries  of  the  country.  He 
purposed  to  maintain  home  markets 
and  to  make,  it  possible  tor  the  Ca- 
nadian people  to  develop  Canadian 
resources,  manufacturing  the  ra  * 
materials  into  the  finished  srtlcle* 
in  their  own  country.  He  would 
strive  for  the  reduction  of  freight 
rates — and  one  of  the  wsys  In  which 
this  would  be  done,  said  the  speaker, 
vculd  be  the  Increasing  of  both  pas- 
senger  and   freight  traffic. 

To  guard  against  unjustifiable* 
raises  In  prices  as  an  aftermath  of 
tariff  Increases,  Mr.  Melghen  pur- 
posed a  tariff  commission  with  a 
membership  representative  of  the 
general  public.  This  commission 
wnuld  be  empowered  to  investigate 
the  bpoks  and  plants  of  manufac- 
turers suspected  of  charging  exor- 
bitant prices,  and  Its  report  to  the 
Government  would  be  the  occasion 
of  remedial  measures. 

Victory  in  Sight 

After  paying  a  tribute  to  the  per- 
sonality and  services  at  Ottawa  of 
Mr.  Dickie.  Dr.  Tolmie  concluded  his 
speech  with  reference  to  the  rising 
tide  of  Conservative  power  through- 
out the  Dominion,  which  presaged, 
he  said,  certain  victory  at  tho  polls. 
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Mr.  H.  Despard  Twlgg.  M.P.P.. 
scored  Premier  Oliver  for  having 
thrown  the  freight  rates  issue  into 
the  arena  of  politics,  asserting  that 
It  was  as  much  the  concern  of  the 
Conservatives  as  of  the  Liberals,  and 
tracing  Its  genesis  back  to  the  fight 
Sir  Richard  McBrlde  had  waged 
many  years  ago  for  a  larger  Provin- 
cial grant  from  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. 

Mr.  Munroe  Miller  was  chairman 
of  the  meeting.

STOCKHOLM.  Oct.  1 4—  Difficulty 
in  awakening  and  his  fondness  for  a 
cup  of  hot  coffee  in  bed,  wore  two 
factors  that  led  Dr.  Oustaf  Dalen. 
winner  of  the  1912  Nobel  prlie.  to 
become   a    successful  Inventor. 

Dr.  Dnlen  as  a  boy,  living  In  a 
humble  country  home,  was  required 
to  arise  early,  but  he  found  It  hard 
to  awaken  on  time.  A  discarded  old 
nail  clock  was  repaired  to  which  was 
was  added  an  alarm  mechanism  with 
a  piece  of  tlnplate  taking  the  place 
of  the  bell.  He  combined  the  clock- 
work with  a  little  friction  wheel 
covered  with  emery  paper  that  be- 
r..n  tn  rotate  fifteen  minutes  hefme 
the  alarm  went  off.  Friction  against 
the  rough  surface  of  the  paper  lighted 
a  match. 

The  match  was  attached  to  a  rod 
that  swung  over  i  gasoline  lamp,  the 
cap  of  which  was  simultaneously  re- 
moved by  another  contrivance  con- 
structed from  a  couple  of  »nipt/ 
wooden  spools  and  a  piece  of  string. 
Over  the  lamp  he  had  placed  a  coffen 
urn  containing  coffee  prepared  the 
night  before.  When  the  slumbers  of 
the  little  Inventor,  then  fourteen 
years  of  age.  were  interrupted  by  the 
alarm  going  off  the  room  was  lighted 
and  his  coffee  was  boiling. 

it  was  during  Dr.  Dalen's  experi- 
ments with  gas  accumulator,  for  bea- 
con lights  that  he  lost  his  sluht 
throuKh  an  explosion  His  inventive 
genius,  however,  did  not  neem  to  suf 
fer  as  he  has  since  then  given  the 
world  a  number  of  new  Inventions 
and  still  continues  to  direct  the  work 
of  his  plant.

Out  In  the  Marshall  Islands,  which 
Is  the  group  to  which  Jslulf  belongs 
where  there  are  no  automobiles  and 
where  one  pays  calls  over  a  distance 
of  200  miles,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Heine  re- 
ports that  considerable  progress  is 
being  made  among  the  natives  under 
the  supervision  of  the  J.tpaneoe. 

Most  of  the  German*,  he  reports, 
left  voluntarily  at  tr-e  beginning  of 
the  World  War  and  (lie  rest  were  de- 
ported when  the  war  ended  and  the 
Islands  were  put  under  Japanese 
i  mandate.  Now  'here  Is  otvly  one  ofh»r 
:  white  on  the  island  beside  I  <r  Heine, 
who  is  an  Australian.  There  are  no 
hotels  and  no  motion  picture  shows 
md  no  amusements,  and  the  roads 
are  mere  pathways  not  more  than 
eight  feet  wide,  cut  between  th«  plan- 
tations and  the  Jungle. 

•  No.  the  South  Sea  Islands  are  not 
exactly  as  painted  by  the  romancers." 
said  Or  Heine,  as  far  as  comfortable 
living  is  concerned.  But  It  Is  quite 
true  that  the  t.tOO  natives  of  the 
Marshall  group  ar»  nearly  all  well-to- 
do.  because  of  sn  Industrious  develop- 
ment of  the  land  There  la  no  greet 
wealth  and  yet  there  Is  no  poverty  st 
all.  Some  of  the  native  ehleftslns 
even  have  private  yachts  which  aake 
them  from  one  island  to  the  other 
each  one  hsing  between  «0  and  100 
miles  apart.
